The  Associations  Meet 

The  most  significant  series  of 
meetings  held  by  Baptists  sre  now 
beginning.  We  refer  to  the  Associ¬ 
ations. 

Without  daring  to  discredit  any 
of  our  organizations  or  work,  we 
would  at  the  beginning  of  another 
associutional  season  impress  upon 
our  readers  the  importance  of  our 
associations.  Unless  it  be  the  local 
church,  no  part  of  our  denomina¬ 
tional  organization  is  so  packed 
with  potency  and  power  as  the 
associations. 

They  attract  more  people  than 
any  other  meeting.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  boasts  of  11,- 
000  messengers  and  the  tSate  Con¬ 
vention  rarely  registers  a  thous¬ 
and.  B«it  many  associations  have 
300  and  100  ami  two  to  three  hun¬ 
dred  are  not  unusual. 

If  the  72  associations  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  average  only  250,  the  total 
attendance  would  be  18,000  or 
more  than  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  attendance.  The  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  represents 
not  one  state,  but  22  state  conven¬ 
tions. 

The  associations  are  significant 
because  they  are  closer  to  the  |>oo- 
ple.  In  the  recent  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  at  St.  I>ouis  the  ll.ttOO 
Messengers  represented  22  states 
or  an  average  of  500  per  state  con¬ 
vention,  or  a  little  more  than  one 
person  for  three  churches.  But  in 
the  associations  almost  every 
church  is  represented  by  from  one 
to  ten  messengers  with  many 
others  who  are  not  messengers. 

In  the  associations  there  are  no 
quirk-fire  maneuvers,  no  far-too- 
long  reports  with  no  time  for 
thought  or  deliberation.  The  peo¬ 
ple  have  a  chance  to  think  and 
consider. 

Hie  churches  are  there,  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  there.  They  have  time  to 
present  both  sides.  They  can  re¬ 
flect  on  its  effect  among  their  own 
conditions.  And  it  is  hard  to  stam¬ 
pede  an  association  as  we  have 
seen  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  stampeded. 

The  associations  also  provide  for 
the  smaller  folk  to  be  heard.  It  is 
very,  very  unusual  for  any  but  out¬ 
standing  leaders  to  get  much  to 
say  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  But  in  the  associations 
the  youngest  pastor,  the  most 
backward  layman  or  the  preacher 
with  only  a  small  church  can  be 
and  is  heard. 

In  view  of  the  significance  of 
the  associations,  may  we  offer 
some  suggestions  that  come  from 
18  years  experience  of  attending 
associations  as  a  State  worker  and 
many  more  as  a  pastor. 

1.  Don't  read  the  suggested  re¬ 
ports  sent  by  the  various  agencies. 
They  are  sent  for  information. 
.Write  your  own  report. 

2.  Be  fair  with  time.  We  recall 
attending  one  association  where 
twenty  minutes  were  assigned  for

ing  Mm  people  what  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram,  has  dona  for  thorn  and  urging  the 
people  to  give  their  full  support  to  the 
Cooperative  Program  in  order  that  tha 
agencies  may  expand  thair  ministrias, 
it  would  do  more  to  boost  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  than  anything  thasa  agen¬ 
cies  could  do.  If  the  agencies  of  our 
Convention,  both  state  and  Southarn, 
could  forget  about  designations  in  church 
budgets  and  throw  their  full  support  to 
the  Cooperative  Program,  which  is  the 
lifeline  of  all  the  agencies  of  our  de¬ 
nomination,  it  would  not  only  create  a 
more  wholesome  atmosphere  and  rela¬ 
tionship  with  in  the  denomination,  but, 
in  the  long  run,  would  provide  more  ade¬ 
quate  financial  support  to  all  Mm  agen¬ 
cies  of  Mm  Convention. 

Tho  Challenge 

We  challenge  every  agency  of  thn 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  every 
agency  of  the  state  conventions  to  join 
in  the  promotion  of  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  this  fall  when  the  churches  are 
making  up  their  budgets.  Use  the  Bap¬ 
tist  state  papers  in  order  to  reach  tho 
greatest  number  of  people.  With  more 
than  X. 100. 000  subscribers  yon  would 
reach  between  three  and  four  million 
Southern  Baptists  and  you  would  reach 
the  people  whom  you  would  want  to 
reach,  the  people  who  have  the  money 
and  the  people  who  must  be  enlisted, 
stimulated,  and  inspired  ia  order  to 
raise  the  local  church  budgets  to  new 
highs  with  a  corresponding  increase  ia 
the  allocations  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram.

3.  Don’t  move  “that  the  nomi¬ 
nations-  close."  This  is  not  neces¬ 
sary.  When  all  nominations  are 
in,  nature  will  take  its  course  and 
they  will  close  with  or  without  a 
motion. 

4.  Outsiders  should  come  when 
their  subject  is  to  be  discusser!. 
Each  fall  we  note  instances  where 
a  person  comes  a  day  early  or  a 
day  late  or  in  the  afternoon  instead 
of  morning.  Get  a  program  (a  3c 
stamp  and  letter  to  the  moderator 
will  usually  gel  a  program)  and 
be  present  at  the  proper  time. 

5.  Be  fair  with  all  causes.  I-ast 
fall  one  association  provided  25 
minutes  for  the  Brotherhood?  25 
minutes  for  special  music  and  5 
minutes  each  for  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram.  Home,  State  and  Eoreign 
Missions  and  5  for  Baptist  Record 
during  the  morning  session. 

Another  association  provided  5 
minutes  for  Cooperative  Program; 
State  Work,  15;  Evangelism.  Sun¬ 
day  School,  Training  Union,  W. 
M.  U.,  each  10  minutes;  Christian 
Education  10,  and  55  minutes  for 
a  representative  of  one  college. 

6.  Every  pastor  should  try  to 
attend  and  urge  his  members  to 
d«  likewise. 

7.  Prepare  (before  the  associa¬ 
tion)  the  church  letter  and  see  that 
it  is  completely  filled  out. 

8.  Prepare  a  program  well  be¬ 
fore  the  association  meets.  It  is 
still  true  that  “haste  makes  waste.” 

9.  To  the  good  women;  Don’t 
miss  the  morning  service  in  order 
to  have  dinner  spread  before  ad¬ 
journment.  A  few  more  minutes 
won’t  hurt  and  to  hoar  all  the 
morning  program  will  help. 

10.  Start  on  time  and  stay  there. 
If  anyone  runs  over  time,  call  him 
down.  It  will  teach  him  a  lesson 
and  do  your  association  good.

As  Others  Saw  It 

(Editor's  Note:  In  order  that  our 
readers  may  get  a  cross  section  of 
Southern  Baptist  thought  concerning 


The^-problems  of  the  Convention  were 
the  problems  arising  out  of  the  growth 
and  expansion  and  success  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  program  and  its  various  agen? 
ciea.  These  problems  were  recognized 
and  in  the  main  handled  with  wisdom 
and  grace.  We  have  previously  dealt 
wtih  the  main  problems  that  came  be¬ 
fore  the  Convention  and  shall  not  restate 
them  here.  In  fart,  the  Convention  ha* 
not  been  able  to  keep  pace  with  the 
challenging  opportunities  and  open  door* 
at  home  and  abroad.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  ia  not  the  only  agency  of  the 
Convention  that  ia  under  tremendoua 
pressure  for  expansion  of  ita  program. 
The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  under  just 
as  great  pressure.  So  are  the  seminaries. 
TTiere  are  open  doors  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  with  strong  appeals  not 
only  for  more  missionaries  but  for  more 
church  buildings,  more  hospitals,  more 
schools,  more  facilities  of  every  nature. 
The  seminaries  are  crowded  beyond  ca¬ 
pacity.  They  need  more  dormitories  and 
enlarged  faculties  to  meet  their  needs. 
It  ia  better  that  the  Convention's  prob¬ 
lems  and  difficulties  should  arise  be¬ 
cause  of  success  than  because  of  fail¬ 
ure,  because  of  advance  instead  of  re¬ 
treat,  because  of  the  bigness  numerically 
than  littleness  numerically. 

Source  of  Inspiration 

These  problems  and  difficulties  which 
tho  Convention  faces  and  which  are  ob¬ 
viously  the  results  of  our  successes 
should  send  us  back  home  to  our 
churches  with  stronger  appeals  that  aB 
our  people  recog nixe  their  stewardship 
obligations  and  the  tithe  as  the  mini¬ 
mum  of  their  gifts.  It  should  be  no  prob¬ 
lem  to  meet  the  challenges  and  the  op¬ 
portunities  if  our  approximately  eight 
million  Southern  Baptists  would  bring 
their  tithe  into  their  church  for  the  sup¬ 
port  and  promotion  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  program.

If  the  world  is  lost,  if  Commun¬ 
ism  triumphs,  if  war  encircles  the 
globe,  if  totalitarianism  supplants 
democracy,  those  who  hold  the 
principles  that  would  save  the 
world  will  be  held  accountable. 

Baptists  are  not  alone  in  this 
world.  They  are  not  the  only  Chris¬ 
tians.  The  magnifying  of  these  dis¬ 
tinctives  is  not  an  exclusive  Bap¬ 
tist  duty,  although  we  should  carry 
the  banner  with  a  zeal,  a  spirit, 
a  conviction  as  if  we  were  the  only 
responsible  group.

This  percentage  plan  it  worked 
out  after  hours  of  tedious  planning, 
first  bv  the  Audit,  Budget  and  Allo¬ 
cations  Committee  of  the  State  Con¬ 
vention  Board,  then  adopted  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board, 
then  the  full  Board  and  finally  pre¬ 
tented  to  the  Convention  for  action.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —  (BP)  - 
Mission  gifts  for  the  month  of  Aug¬ 
ust  reached  $895,660,  bringing  the 
year’s  total  receipts  thus  far  to 
$7,415,796,  according  to  Porter 
Routh,  executive  secretary  trea¬ 
surer  of  the  Convention's  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  This  i*  an  increase 
of  $763,806  or  11  48  per  cent  over 
last  year’s  figure  of  $6,651,993  for 
the  same  period. 

Southern  Baptists  gaye  $131,374 
to  designated  gifts  to  Convention- 
wide  causes  in  August  bringing  the 
year’s  total  to  $5,689,068.  This  is  an 
increase  of  $419,325  or  7.96  per  cent 
during  the  same  period  of  1953 

Cooperative  Program  and  desig¬ 
nated  receipts  together  totaled  $1  ,- 
027.096  bringing  the  total  for  the 
year  thus  far  to  $19,104  856.  an 
increase  of  $1,183,190  or  9  92  per 
cent.

$934  00—  an  increase  of  110%  Our  prog¬ 
ress  in  Mississippi  in  all  these  areas  of 
business  for  this  period  has  exceeded 
both  the  South  and  the  Nation.

•ne  in  twelve  the  Cooperative  Program

What  are  fetal  assets  ef  the  Foundation? 

Answer:  The  total  value  of  the  assets  of 
the  Foundation  is  approximately  $950,000  and 
at  the  present  time  worth  $74,000  more  than 
original  eoet  to  the  Foundation.

What  is  the  average  yield  the  Foundation 
receives  on  the  investments? 

Answer:  Last  year  the  auditor's  report 
showed  4.41%  on  funds  invested  by  the  trustees 
of  the  Foundation.  The  total  endowment  in¬ 
come  of  all  Mississippi  Baptist  institutions 
last  year  was  $77,659  36,  or  an  average  of 
3.71%  on  the  total  investment.  The  Founda¬ 
tion’s  yield  would  have  given  our  institutions 
in  endowment  income  $92,176  36.  or  $14,517.60 
more  endowment  income  than  they  received 
last  year. 

How  is  th#  operating  oxponse  of  tho 
Foundation  poid? 

Answer:  By  an  allocation  of  lVk%  from  the 
distributable  funuds  of  the  Convention,  which 
means  that  all  of  every  gift  to  endowment

Bible  Texts:  Acts  6:1-6;  Romans 
12:916;  13:1-10;  1  Corinthians  3:4- 


I.  EQUALITY  AND  SUBORDINA* 
TION. 

“All  men  are  created  equal’’. 
Yes?  In  what  respect?  We  may  say 
they  all  have  an  equal  right  to 
live.  They  all  have  an  equal  right 
to  aspire  to  happiness,  though 
this  aspiration  may  not  be  ex¬ 
pressed  without  regard  to  the  equal 
rights  of  others.  It  may  give  one 
of  us  happiness  to  speed  down 
Main  Street  at  the  rate  of  70  MPH, 
but  that  performance  would  cer¬ 
tainly  menace  the  lives  of  other 
people,  ao  here  the  pursuit  of  hap¬ 
piness  of  any  one  of  the  group 
must  be  pursued  with  reference  to 
the  pursuit  of  happiness  by  other 
people.  The  principle  may  be  stat¬ 
ed  as,  “The  right  of  any  individual! 
to  the  pursuit  of  happiness  is  limit-' 
ed  by  the  right  to  the  pursuit  of 
happiness  by  every  other  man." 

We  must  take  account  of  other 
people.  We  are  born  into  a  social 
world  where  no  man  lives  a  nor¬ 
mal  life  alone,  but  in  the  midst  of 
a  world  of  men.  God  is  Himself  a 
social  being,  not  a  nomad,  dwell¬ 
ing  apart  in  a  smug  content  with 
the  world  as  it  is  and  having  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  men  He  has 
made  in  His  own  image  and  like¬ 
ness.  He  made  us  for  Himself,  and 
we  are  never  happy  till  we  find  the1 
crown  and  completion  of  our  hap¬ 
piness  in  Him. 

But  we  may  also  say  that  no  in¬ 
dividual  man  or  woman  is  happy 
normally  while  living  or  even 
striving  to  live  apart  from  all
